! monopoly. 

The plan provides that all auto- 
mobile manufacturers will be per- 
mitted to take stock in the corpora- 
tion on the basis of their production 
in 1925.

TRUSTEES. LAUNCH 
WORK ON HOSPITAL 


of 
charity hospital for children in At- 


Erection a magnificent new 


lanta with a building and operating 
fund of $650,000 on a 15-acre tract 
of land on the Forrest avenue exten- 


sion—the institution to be known as 
the Henrietta Egleston Memorial Hos- 
pital for Children—will begin just as 
soon as the new Forrest avenue un- 
derpass and paving of the Forrest ave- 
nue extension is completed by the city 
and county. ‘This was announced 
Tuesday, by W. R. Prescott, B. M. 
DuBose, Dr. W. W. Memminger ind 
Judge Alex C. King, trustees of the 
fund. . 

This addition to Atlanta’s charity 
hospital system was made possible 
through the generosity of the late 
Thomas Egleston, who died in Feb- 
ruary, 1916. He left an estate of 
more than half a million dollars, be- 
queathing the bulk of it to the hos- 
pital, which he desired to be named in 
honor of his mother, Mrs. Henrietta 
Egleston, 3 

Recently the city placed in the 


finance sheet an appropriation for 
completion of the Forrest avenue ex- 
tension underpass beneath the tracks 
of the Southern raliway belt line. The 
Fulton county commissioners have ar- 
ranged to pave the Forrest avenue 
extension, which runs directly on the 
north side of the 15-acre tract to be 
used for the hospital. As soon as 
these improvements are completed or 
with completion in sight, construction 
work on the first unit of the hospital 
buildings will begin, it was announced. 
Plan Modern Hospital. 

It is planned by the trustees to 
provide Atlanta with a modern hos- 
pital, equipped with all the latest 
medical and surgical equipment, and 
to maintain an efficient staff to fill 
the field of charity work outlined by 
Mr. Egleston in his will. The trustees 
feel that the hospital will supplement 
the work of Grady hospital in the 
children’s ward and largely increase 
facilities of this character in Atlanta. 

Construction of the Forrest ave- 
nue extension- and completion of the 
Forrest avenue underpass will link up 
two important east-and-west high- 
ways and will give Atlanta another 
main traffic artery running from the 
Druid Hills section into the city par- 
allel to Ponce de Leon avenue. Open- 
ing of the new street means. develop- 
ment of a large body of land located 
near the spot where the new hos- 
pital is to be built. This has been 
known as the “lost lot” section for 
many years, but with the improve- 
ments completed it will be developed 
thoroughly. 

Mr. Egleston, whose magnificent 
gift made erection and maintenance 
of the hospital possible, for many 
years was one of Atlanta’s foremost 
He was the head of the 
Hartford Lif: Insurance office here 
and a director in several banks and 
leading Atlanta enterprises. He was 
unmarried, and at his death, his oa 
At- 


| 


lanta. With one or two exceptions, 

this is the largest gift ever made to 

the city of Atlanta by an individual. 
Ready To Start Work. 

The trustees are ready now to begin 
work on the new hospital, but will 
delay actual breaking of ground  wuatil 
improvements planned by the city and 
county are completed. 

For many years it was thought the 
new hospital would be erected on a 
site on Spring street occupied by the 
old Hunnicutt home. This place was 
purchased by the trustees, but with 
development of Spring street as a 
business section, they soon saw that 
the Humnicutt property would be lo- 
cated in the heart of business prop- 
erty. They sold the Hunnicutt prop- 
erty and acquired the new site on 
the Forrest avenue extension. They 
made a profit of $60,000 on the price 
of real estate in the Spring street sec- 
tion. 

When council voted to appropriate 
the money for the Forrest avenue un- 
derpass, and when Fulton county 
agreed to carry out the paving project, 
the last obstacles toward erection of 
the hospital on the Forrest avenue 
site were removed. The 15 acres will 
be large enough for playgrounds for 
convalescent children and will afford 
the hospital ample room for future 


growth. ? 
Treatment for Children. 

It is the purpose of the trustees to 
see that the hospital fills the place 
contemplated by Mr. Egleston in re- 
lief work for children of Atlanta. It 
will be operated as a charity hospital, 
and as such will provide treatment 
for children of parents who are un- 
able to obtain treatment because of 
lack of funds. In this respect, it will 
work co-ordinately with Grady hos- 
pital, and in effect will amount to a 
large increase in facilities for charity 
work for children in Atlanta. 

The trust fund of $650,000 is ad- 
ministered by the Trust Company of 
Georgia. The amount-to be spent on 
the first building was not made pub- 
lic, but it was stated that the struc- 
ture will be sufficiently large and 
adequate to give service to a large 
number of charity patients every 
year.

CHAPTER XXXIX.

There are some things that war 
cannot destroy. The fixed facts of 
creation and of human nature defy 
its obliterating forces. 

The natural advantages of Atlanta 
which had predestined it to be a cen- 
ter of population and industries sur- 
vived and .he irdomitable spirit of its 
returning people had not been con- 
sumed by their fiery trials. They 
took up the tasks and tools of re- 
builders. as courageously as they had 
the implements of battle four years 
before, and combined their energies 
to make.a new Atlanta that should 
be greatet and more to be desired than 
the one they had sacrificed. 

The war had demonstrated the 
strategic position of Atlanta in the 
southeastern states and forward-look- 
ing survivors of the war-debacle gravi- 
tated hither by the fore> of natural 
selection. They came from all the 
southern states and from the north 
and east. The work of rebuilding the 
city was prosecuted with energy in- 
spired by necessity and by the faith 
that a new era of prosperity must fol- 
low the restoration of national peace 
and fra rnity. It soon became evi- 
dent that Atlanta would become the 
center of a new south. 

The salient incidents of the revival 
and reconstruction of the city are 
still so often rehearsed in speech and 
literature that they need no repetition 
in this history. It is concerned more 
with the mass results as they stand re- 
vealed today. 


Men of courage and enterprise from 
every part of the suffering south came 
to Atlanta as by a natural gravita- 
tion. The population grew as habita- 
tions could be builded, business ex- 
panded as communications were re- 
stored and the peaceful pursuits of the 
people were resumed throughout the 
southeast. There prevailed a confi- 
dent belief that general pacification 


would rapidly heal the wounds of war. | 


That buoying belief was soon shat- 
tered. The efforts of President John- 
son and his advisers to restore the 
southern people to their proper rela- 
tions to “the union of the fathers” 
were bitterly opposed by the war-radi- 
cals in congress and throughout the 
north. A fierce political battle was 
fought between the president and the 
radicals, and the latter won. They 

ossessed the congress and defeated 
y vindictive legislation the executive 
policies of pacification and restora- 
tion of “the union as it was.” They 
inaugurated a plan of “reconstruction” 
under military rule. The “restoration” 
policy of President Johnson was re- 
pudiated and the people of the south- 
ern states were made aliens in what 
brave Ben Hill called “the house of 
their fathers.” 


It has required hundreds of large 
volumes to record the orgies of the 
radicals in their plan of “reconstruct- 
ing the Union.” Any resume of it 
here would serve no good end. It is 
embalmed history and serves now only 
“to point a moral or adorn a tale.” 
It is enough in this place to record 
that the “radical policy of reconstruc- 


tion” has since received the condemna- 
tion of the wisest statesmen of the 
page tases race and the sons of the 
fathers of it are now ashamed of that 
record. 

The two outstanding results from 
that era of militarism and negro- 
philism were the location of the state 
capital at Atlanta and the estahlish- 
ment of “white supremacy” in the 
state. 

The restoration of the state as a 
member of the union of states, rs we 
have recorded, bror~ht in the new era 
of pacification and prosperity which, 
with slight interruptions, has brought 
the state again to her old position as 
“the Empire State of the couth” and 
the exemplar of the best things char- 
acteristic of southern civilization. 

Atlanta, as capital of the state and 
center of southeastern activities, grew 
rapidly in population and commercial 
activities. 

A state convention to frame a new 
constitution of pure Georgia -vintage 
was voted by the people an assembled 
in Atlanta in the summer 1877. The 
convention was made up of the ablest 
Georgians the people could draft and 
was presided over by that “noble ‘old 
Roman,” ex-Governor Charles J. Jen- 
kins. On its roll were the’ purest 
and ablest Georgians of the day— 
such men as General Robert Toombs, 
James R. Brown, Augustus Reese, 
Joshua Hill, Augustus R. Wright. 
Nathaniel J. Hammond and scoreg- of. 
other men possessing rare abilities and 
enjoying the absolute confidence of 
the real people of Georgia. 


_ The constitutional convention met 
in Atlanta and deliberated for 40 
days, producing a state charter of 
such “wisdom and justice and modera- 
tion” that it was promptly ratified 
by the people and has, with subsequent 
amendments, served the state to the 
present time. It was the work of 
masterful minds and up to date the 
people have refused to believe that 
the men of today could create a bet- 
ter one. ; 
One of the results o fthe convention 
of 1877 was the choice by the people 
of Atlanta as the permanent capital 
of the state. That fact being fixed the 
people of the city began to, realize its 
importance and to agitate for the 
erection of a proper and adequate 
capitol building. That provision was 
eventually made by a state approp Te 
tion of $1,000,000 and the creation 
a capitol commission to supervise the 
work and disburse the fund. _ 


The campaign between Atlanta and 
Milledgeville, the former capital, was 
one of the hottest popular contests the 
state had known for several g-- era- 
tions. The orators for each city de- 
bated the matter before popular as- 
semblies all the way from Dade to 
Tybee, but the arguments for Atlanta 
were compelling and the popular yote 
largely favored Atlanta. ‘The settle- 
ment of the capital question greatly 
advanced the prestige of the city and 
made it the magnet to thousands 
throughout the south and north who 
were eager to join in the work of re- 
habilitating the city and making it the 


metropolis of Dixie. 


PAPER BOX RATES 
ORDERED REDUCED 
BY COMMISSION 


The Georgia public service com- 
mission, in an order handed down 
Tuesday, directed carriers to reduce 
their rates on paper boxes in carload 
shipments between Atlanta and Grif- 
fin and between Atlanta and Wood- 
bury. The order was made follow- 
ing hearing on a complaint filed by 
the Atlanta freight bureau, which 
charged discrimination in rates on 
this commodity on hauls specified, 

The order directs that the rate 
from Atlanta to Griffin shall be 19 
cents per hundredweight, instead of 
21 cents as at present, and from At- 
lanta to Woodbury 22 cents per 
hundredweight, instead of 25 cents. 


The commission also authorized the | 


Columbus Electric and Power com- 
pany to adopt the two-part system 
of gas rates to wholesale industrial 
gas consumers using 20,000 cubic 
fect or more of gas per month. This 
rate and system is optional with the 
customer. It is practically the same 
as the system already approved by 
the commission for Macon end Au- 
gusta.

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PERSON USING PASS 
ON RAILROAD TRIP 
CANNOT COLLECT 


When a passenger on a railroad is 


using a service pass while on a pri- 
vate journey the railroad is not liable 
for any injuries which the passenger 


may incur, according to a _ decision 
Tuesday by the Georgia court of ap- 
peals. The case was that of Mrs. 
Walter M. Brooks against B. L. 
ugg. receiver for the A. B. & A. 
railroad, and was appealed from Ful- 
ton superior court. 

Mrs. Brooks ued for damages re- 
sulting from the death of her husband 
iu a wreck on the A. B. & A, railroad 
at Camp Creek, in Fulton county, on 
Sunday, March 12, 1922. She claim- 


ed that the clause on the pass exempt- 
ing the company ‘from liability in 
case of injury was not enforceable 
because her husband was an employee 
of the Western Union Telegra 
company, and the pass was issued as 
part of an exchange of services be- 
tween the two companies.

The romance of Howard Carter's 


guriferous and splendid strike would 


‘seem hard to beat. But it has been 
eclipsed. and all the resources of the 
new-fledged Egyptian state, for mo- 
tives as obscure as they are oriental, 
have been mobilized to suppress 
sensational facts. : 

Biban el Muluvk is a blasted gully 
‘o* eternal heat and desolation, where 
14 centuries before Christ the great 
monarchs of the Theban empire, and 
Kisig Tut, built what they called their 
“everlasting houses” in the living rock. 
There is only one place in the world 


that more powerfully staggers the im- | 


‘agination than the Valley of the 
Kings, only one place that a stage 
manager would choose in preference 
to the valley as the ideal spot, for 
dramatic effect, to produce what may 
prove the most illuminating revelation 
from the dawn of history that has 
even been made. This new light comes 
to our race now at last grown old, 
and, like old people, curious and wist- 
ful about its beginnings, above all 
about its deeds, in many ways un- 
equaled since, in its splendid first 
blush of young manhood.

expedition. In a great sarcophagus 
of alabaster, the most perfect and 
beantiful in existence, under a canopy 
of solid sheet gold, surrounded by his 
treasures, his “everlasting house” still 
unviolate, his monument the Great 
Pyramid, one of the most powerful 
monarchs the world has known is be- 
lieved to repose. 


Famous King. 


The probable occupant of this tomb 
is a king whose fame among his peo- 
ple lasted longer than has Julius Cae- 
sar’s or Alexander’s among us, and to 
perpetuate whose worship as a god 
priests were still appointed nearly 3,000 
years after his apotheosis. Even if the 
tomb is not the Pharaoh Senefrue’s, 
as I believe it is. when Dr. George 
A. Reisner lifts the alabaster lid he 
will intrude on an untroubled royal 
slumber that has lasted, according to 
Professor Flinders Vetrie, for about 
6,894 years. No burial treasure; no 
unentered tomb, left as the priests left 
it, has ever been found that dates with- 
in 2.000 vears of this. 

Dr. Reisner. head of the Harvard 
Boston expedition, and most eminent 
among active living field archaeolo- 
gists, would bite his tongue off be 
fore he would claim this tomb as 

enefru’s. ‘The door has not been 
ntered, how can he tell? Tut even 
Dr. Reisner, most cautioss and pes- 
simistic as he is the most thorough 
and conscientious of excavators, would 
not attempt now that he is on the 
ap. to deny that the tomb is royal.

ground built of brick or rock, with 
flights of steps leading down to them. 
Remains of some of these have been 
found at Abydos. Later, in the pyra- 
mid times, burials were made in 
chambérs hollowed out at the foot 
of perpendicular shafts. But “7000x" 
indicates that at the beginning of the 
reign of Cheops, dated at B. C. 3068 
by Petrie, and at about B. ©. 3000 
by Reisner and Professor Breasted, 
while the perpendicular shaft had 
just been introduced, the ancient stair- 
way was still constructed. It served 
no purpose, it led nowhere, but it 
was evidently held to be necessary for 
religious reasons, because of the old 
traditional mode of burial. 
First Discovery. 
Rowe and Greenlees, one day in 
February, cleared away a lot of mud 
und debris on the surface of the rock 


almost due east of the Great Pyramid, 
200 yards away. They were aston- 
ished to find a bed of plaster of paris. 
This they quarried out. There was a 
step, cut in the native  limestoné. 
They quarried downwards, took out 
scores of blocks of masonry, found 
niore steps. At length the steps ended 
~-nowhere. Perhaps because they led 
nowhere, the architects of Cheops 
had been so careless about conceal- 
ment of the plaster at the top. 

But Rowe and Greenlees drew the 
correct inference, These steps, they 
realized, meant a tomb shaft in the 
neighborhood. They cleared the whole 
region, they brushed the rock, but for 
days they found nothing. They then 
began to scrape the rock with knives. 
They knew what fourth dynasty Egyp- 
tian masonry was like. There bas 
never been anything to approach it 
since; Cheops, as Petrie has written, 
built monuments covering acres with 
the accuracy now used in optical work. 
So fine were the joints between the 
easing stones of the Great Pyramid, 
now quarried away excepting under- 
ground at the base, that they were 
invisible to the naked eye, and the 
thickness of the plaster between them 
was that of a thin sheet of paper. 

So Rowe and Greenlees did not de- 
spair. They went on scraping. The 
surface of the native rock of the 
pyramid plateau is a rough gray lime- 
stone of poor quality. The rock, it 
seemed, had never been tampered with. 
But it had, and one day the scraping 
revealed a joint, so cunningly fitted 
that but for the clue afforded by the 
plaster of paris over the blind stair- 
way, it might have been overlooked 
for all eternity.

Eatonton, Ga., January 12.—(Spe- | 
cial.)—Putnam county today voted to 
issue $125,000 in bonds for the paving

Frigid Wave 
‘Set To Arrive 
| This Morning 


A brief cold wave, with the tem- 
perature slated to descend to the 
neighborhood of 20 degrees, was fore- 
east Tuesday for this morning by C. 
KF. von Herrmann. meteorologist in 
charge of the local weather bureau. 
Brisk winds will probably accompany 
the fall of the mercury. 

Skies, in all probability, will be 
clear, he stated, and the temperature 
may rise to 40 degrees this afternoon. 
There is a possibility of frost in the 
morning. 

The chill here will be caused by a 
cold wave sweeping in a_ southerly ; 
direction from the Ohio valley, ac- , 
cording to the weather man, who pre- 
dicted likelihood of more subfreezing 
temperatures Thursday morning. No 
rain or snow, however, is expected 
in Atlanta for the immediate future. 
he said. 

Temperatuees Tuesday ranged from 
32 degrees at 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing to 43¢degrees early in the after- 
noon, after which a steady drop was | 
noted. A_ brief trace of rain fel]! 
around 11 o’elock in the morning. 

Throughout most oi the day the 
“prodig al sun,” which has been con- 
spicuous by his ahsence in Atlanta 
since. the Jast cold wave, when the 
mercury went as low as 5 degrees, 
shone brightly enough to leave a “faint 
ink line on the meteorological instrn- 
ments. The northwestern part of the 
United States and Canada, where ex- 
traordinary cold has been reported, 
was said to be enjoying warmer 
weather. On the other hand, St. 
Louis had a temperature of i0 above 
zero during the day.

The announcement of the death of 
the mavor brought an order from 
Acting Mayor A. J. (Keefe closing 
city offices, placing flags ou munic ipal 
buildings et half staff “and an official 
period of 30 days of mourning for the 
city. Governor Henry L. Fuqua, at 
Baton Rouge, ordered flags on state 
buildings at half staff and announced 
that state offices will be closed to- 
morrow, 

All publie and parochial schools in 
New Orleans will be closed tomorrow. 

Setving Fifth Term. 

Mayor Behrman had served less 
than one year of his fifth term. which 
‘would have been five years. He served 

16 years consecutively as mayor. He 
iwas elected in 1994 and reelected at 
the end of each four-year term until 
'1920 when he was defeated by An- 
drew J. MeShane. He returned to 
office May 4, 1925. 
The late mayor, who was 62 years 
age, had been sick since last Oc- 
tober, but only within the last week 
, had his condition been regarded as 
'eritical. Chronic degeneration of the 
muscles of the heart caused death, 
iphysicians said. 

His fatal illness developed from a 
ieold- contracted when he was attend- 
ling a convention in "Texas.

Expansion Plans 


To Benefit C ity 


Speaking before the Atlanta Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men at its first 1926 
monthly meeting Tuesday night at the 
Ansley hotel John L. Richey, of Cin- 
cinpnati, presented a plan for making 
Atlanta headquarters for the entire 
cotton belt east of the Mississippi 
river, for the establishment of a zone 
organization of the National Associa- 
tion of Credit Men. 

Johnson Sutton, president of the At- 
lanta association, presided, and IJ?r. 
W. C. Lovejoy, vice president, iar- 
duced the speaker. 

The organization proposed by Mr. 
Richey would follow the plan devel- 
oped by the Cincingati Association of 
Credit Men, which is now in operation 
throughout the middle west. Under 
this scheme, he pointed out, a group 
of traveling representatives of the as- 
sociation systematically cover every 
city and town in thé territory, making 
economic surveys of local conditions 
which are disseminated among mem- 
bers of the association. Where local 
}agricultural or industrial depressions 
jare threatened prompt warning is sent 
to association headquarters and im- 
mediate steps taken to assist custo- 
mers of members in meeting such a 
situation. Under the plan Mr. Richey 
explained, a severe economic § crisis 
that might disrupt the course of busi- 
‘ness and result in wholesale failures, 
_could be avoided in a measure. 
| “When a firm becomes threatened 
|; with insolveney,” Mr. Richey said, 
; “and throws a -large quantity of dis- 
tressed merchandise on the local mar- 
ket, the entire business fabric of the 
‘community is injured. In times of 
,acute local depressions, such a situa- 
tion will practically disrupt business. 
Through the zone organization—which 
‘is proposed to cover the entire coun- 
'try, with its own warehouses stra- 
tegically situated, distressed merchan- 
'drse will be removed from local chan- 
, nels of trade, accounts equably settled 
and the goods released quietly through

New York, January 12.—(/)—The 
General Electric company in a ‘letter 
to its stockholders, made public to- 
day, denied that it controls the water, 
power and light industries of the coun- 
try, that it is a great monopolistic 
interest or gigantic trust and that it 
is controlled by J. Morgan and 
company. The letter, signed by Owen 
D. Young, chairman of the board of 
directors, and Gerard Swope, presi- 
dent, is in reply to certain moves made 
against the company in congress. 

The senate on February 9, 1925. 
directed the federal trade commission 
to investigate and report to the sen- 
ate to what extent the General Elee- 
tric company monopolizes or controls 
the production, generation or trans- 
mission of electric energy in restraint 
of trade or commerce in violation of 
the law. 

Statements in the senate that the 
General Electric company controls the 
water power of the country as well 
as the light and power business are 
refuted with the reply that the com- 
pany does not own any water power, 
nor has it stock control of any com- 
pany owning water power.
